COMFORTS  AND  CARES. 

“All  human  situations,”  says  Franklin, 

have  their  inconveniences;  we  feel  those  that 
we  find  in  thc  present,  and  we  neither  feel  nor 
see  those  that  exist  in  another.  Hence,  we 
make  frequent  and  troublesome  changes  without 
amendment,  and  often  for  tlie  worse.  In  my 
youth  I  was  a  passenger  in  a  little  sloop,  de¬ 
scending  the  river  Delaware;  there  being  no 
wind,  we  were  obliged,  when  the  ebb  was  spent, 
to  cast  anchor,  and  to  wait  for  the  next.  The 
heat  of  the  sun  on  the  vessel  was  excessive,  the 
company  strangers  to  me,  and  not  very  agreea¬ 
ble.  Near  the  river  side,  I  saw  what  I  took  to 
be  a  pleasant  green  meadow,  in  the  middle  of 
which  was  a  large  shady  tree,  where  it  struck 
my  fancy  1  could  sit  and  read,  and  pass  the 
time  agreeably  till  the  tide  turned.  1  therefore 
prevailed  with  the  captain  to  put  me  ashore. 
Being  landed,  1  found  the  greatest  part  of  my 
meadow  was  really  a  marsh,  in  crossing  whicli, 
to  come  at  my  tree,  I  was  up  to  my  knees  in 
mud;  and  1  had  not  placed  myself  under  its 
shade  five  minutes,  before  the  musquitos  in 
swarms  found  me  out,  attacked  iny  legs,  hands, 
and  face,  and  made  iny  reading  and  my  rest  im¬ 
possible;  so  that  I  returned  to  the  beach,  and 
called  for  thc  boat  to  come  and  take  me  on  board 
again,  where  I  was  obligeil  to  bear  the  heat  1 
liad  strove  to  quit,  and  also  thc  laugh  of  the 
company.  Similar  cases  in  the  affairs  of  life 
have  often  fell  under  my  observation.”

The  number  of 
these  people  who  lead  a  wandering  miserable 
life,  without  any  pretensions  to  religion,  i.s  about 
fourteen  thousand.  The  following  notice  is 
taken  of  them: 

“  The  body  of  the  people,  commonly  recog¬ 
nised  as  Gipseys,  (whether  purely  so  or  not,} 
arc  in  an  awful  state  of  mental  degradation, 
spiritual  ignorance,  and  immoral  conduct;  and 
imperatively  call  for  the  immediate  and  active 
interference  of  Christians  in  their  helialf.  How  ¬ 
ever,  it  may  safely  be  aflirincd,  that  there  is  at 
the  present  time  in  this  country  a  considerable 
number  of  (probably  not  less  than  twelve  or 
fourteen  thousand)  Gipseys,  strictly  speaking, 
who  make  no  profession  of  religion  of  any  kind.”
